Cops need help in 
reserve shooting 

O Family, friends identify homicide victim as Chelsea Yellowbird 
O She was relative of Ethan, 5, who was shot next door on July 11 


An RCMP officer says deadly vio¬ 
lence on the Samson Cree reserve 
in central Alberta won’t end 
unless residents stop supporting 
gang members and come forward 
as witnesses. 

Sgt. Patrick Webb said yester¬ 
day it’s a “good guess” the latest 
shooting is gang-related. 

Officers questioned several wit¬ 
nesses after a 23-year-old woman 
was shot outside a house early 
Monday. Moments later, more bul¬ 
lets were fired at a nearby home. 

“Some individuals are not at 
all conducive to supporting the 
investigation,” said Webb. “Right 
now we have had some informa¬ 
tion, but certainly not enough to 
lay a charge.” 

The shooting occurred next to 
the home where five-year-old 
Ethan Yellowbird was killed July 
11. The boy, a grandchild of band 
Chief Marvin Yellowbird, was 
struck in the head by a bullet fired 
from outside his bedroom wall. It 
was the second shooting on the

“The violence has to stop,” Lar¬ 
ry Portas, a friend of the Yellow¬ 
bird family, wrote in a message.

Fake bus 
passes cost 
city $29K 

Changes are underway 
after a report released yes¬ 
terday revealed $29,000 in 
lost Edmonton Transit rev¬ 
enue due to counterfeit 
passes. 

The sale of the fake 
adult monthly passes was 
brought to the city’s atten¬ 
tion in February, and 
resulted in the arrest of 
one individual alleged to 
have sold 351 of them. 

“As we find a breach in 
security, the first question 
is what is the quality of 
the product? And then 
how was it put into circu¬ 
lation?” said transpor¬ 
tation general manager 
Bob Boutilier, adding the 
fake passes looked 
“reasonably good.”

City auditor David 
Wiun’s report states 
that police believe 
several retailers — as 
many as 17 — were 
selling the passes. 

Boutilier wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on whether more ar¬ 
rests are expected, but did 
say police “haven’t stop¬ 
ped the investigation be¬ 
cause we are still con¬ 
sidering there might be 
others ... out there.” 

The city auditor’s report 
doesn’t outline any recom¬ 
mendations for security 
reasons, but some have al¬ 
ready been implemented 
and others could be on the 
way in the future. 

“In the future, smart 
cards would prevent that,” 
said Boutilier.

The roar of over 5,000 mo¬ 
torcycles won’t be able to 
drown out the memories 
of the Twin Towers col¬ 
lapsing into dust. 

But three motorcyclists 
from Halifax will be there 
on the 10th anniversary of 
the 9-11 attacks to repre¬ 
sent a city that helped out 
so generously that day. 

Denise Pelrine, Ann 
Savoy MacKelvie and Eliz¬ 
abeth Pass are Halifax- 
area residents and 
members of Motor Maids, 
a women’s-only motorcy¬ 
cling club that dates back 
to 1940. Their club was 
asked to escort members 
of the International Asso¬ 
ciations of Firefighters 
Motorcycle Group from 
Newburgh, N.Y., to 
Ground Zero on the 10th 
anniversary of the attacks 
on Sunday. 

“We’re very proud to be 
asked to escort them in. 
It’s awe-inspiring,” said

Pelrine, who will carry the 
Nova Scotia flag on her 
bike. 

In total, 12 Canadian 
Motor Maids will partici¬ 
pate in the rally: Three 
from Nova Scotia, two 
from New Brunswick and 
seven from Ontario. 
They’ll all be wearing do¬ 
nated helmets from fire¬ 
fighters in their 
hometowns. 

“The Americans recog¬ 
nize Canada as a real sis¬ 
ter, a support in what 
happened,” said MacK¬ 


elvie. 

Like everyone, the 
three women easily recall 
where they were on Sept. 
11, 2001, and the feelings 
that washed over them as 
the news hit. 

“Everyone was so 
blown apart by what was 
going on. I remember call¬ 
ing to offer my home (for 
stranded passengers),” 
said Pass. 

So many other Haligo¬ 
nians had stepped up to 
open their homes to the 
thousands of airline pas¬ 
sengers who were strand¬ 
ed by the no-fly zone that 
Pass’s offer wasn’t need¬ 
ed. 

“It’s a sin and a tragedy 
when it happens but it’s 
great to see people re¬ 
spond like that. It shows 
the Nova Scotia spirit for 
sure,” Pelrine said.

Hell rained down all 
around him on 9-11, but 
what Lyle Owerko remem¬ 
bers most 10 years after 
that fateful day is the blue 
sky. 

“It just was truly excep¬ 
tional,” he told Metro. “Un¬ 
fortunately, it provided a 


beautiful backdrop for 
something so horrible.” 

The University of Calgaiy 
graduate had just returned 
from a photo excursion in 
Africa. Jet-lagged, his bag of 
gear was still packed when 
the first plane struck the 
World Trade Center just 
blocks from his apartment 
in New York’s Tribeca 
neighbourhood. 


“I reacted immediately 
to the sound,” he said. 

Owerko raced outside 
and was alerted to the 
smoking crash site near the 
top of the North Tower. He 
raced to the scene, loading 
film along the way. 

“The tragedy really start¬ 
ed unfolding,” he said. 

Fieiy debris and chaos 
littered the street, and des¬ 
perate people began leap¬ 
ing to their deaths from the 
upper floors. Owerko 
caught some of the individ¬ 
uals on film, but it was an 
image he took just mo¬ 
ments later that would 
launch his work into the 
spotlight. 

A second plane roared in¬ 
to Lower Manhattan on a 
collision course with the 
South Tower. Owerko point¬ 
ed his camera toward the 
top of the tower and caught 
the impact. 

“I knew I had something. 
I didn’t know it was the 
apex,” he said. 

The historic photo would 
appear on the cover of Time 
magazine the next day and 
go on to receive interna¬ 
tional critical acclaim.

Gadhafi chiefs flee to Niger 


O Convoy may 
include Gadhah 
family members 

Armed loyalists of Moam- 
mar Gadhafi, including 
top brass, crossed in con¬ 
voys from Libya into 
neighbouring Niger yes¬ 
terday, with the toppled 
Libyan leader’s own secu¬ 
rity chief at the head of 
one of the columns as it 
rolled into the capital of 
this desert nation, offi¬ 
cials said. 

U.S. officials in Wash¬ 
ington told The Associated 
Press that senior Libyan 
military defectors were 
travelling in one of the 
convoys. The officials 
spoke on condition of 
anon 5 miity to discuss pri¬ 
vate exchanges between 
the U.S. and Niger. 

Customs official 

Harouna Ide told AP that 
Mansour Dao, Gadhafi’s 
security chief, was at the 
head of the first convoy. 


He said other Libyan con¬ 
voys were south of Agadez 
in central Niger, a desert 
country that borders 
Libya and where Gadhafi 
has the support of many 
Tuareg tribal fighters. 


It wasn’t clear if Gad- 
hafl family members were 
in the convoys but al-Ara- 
biya television quoted 
Niger’s foreign minister, 
Bazoum Mohamed, as say¬ 
ing Gadhafi himself was 


not present. 

Gadhafi, who ruled 
Libya for more than 40 
years, has been on the 
run since losing control of 
his capital, Tripoli, last

Starbucks Corp., the 
world’s largest coffee chain, 
plans to triple the number 
of its coffee shops in China 
during the next four years, 
an executive said yesterday. 

Starbucks aims to oper¬ 
ate 1,500 outlets in China 
by 2015 from a current 470, 
the company’s Asia Pacific 
president, Jinlong Wang, 
said. Starbucks also expects 
to open 700 coffee shops in 
South Korea by 2016, up 
from 370 now, Wang said. 

“The coffee industiy in 
China has huge potential. 
China has 5,000 years as a 
tea-drinking country, but 
we’ve created a new coffee 
culture,” he said.

I have been plagued with 
the “I need experience 
but nobody will give it to 
me” curse for a long time. 

Until one company is 
willing to take a chance 
on you and give you an 
entry-level position, the 
job or internship hunt can 
be tiresome. Trust me, I 
know. 

That being said, as I 
ended my second year of 
university, I was finally 
able to land an internship. 


Fortunately for me, this 
small company did just 
what an employer should: 
they looked beyond the 
content of my resume. 

When I came in on my 
first day, they told me I 
had been selected based 
on the strong communica¬ 
tion skills I had demon¬ 
strated in my application. 

My relevant work expe¬ 
rience had been reviewed 
but was not necessarily 
the top priority. They val¬ 


ued that I could commu¬ 
nicate effectively and 
were willing to give me 
the experience I lacked. 

In my opinion, employ¬ 
ers should “read between 
the lines” of a resume and 
try to recognize quality 
over quantity. 

What does a student 
prove by having six short¬ 
term positions over one 
long-term position? As a 
student, does it benefit to 
be a member of six clubs 
or to be the president of 
one? 

Employers seem to be 
so caught up in the length 
of a resume that they neg¬ 
lect to read between the 
lines and see what’s really 
there. Through dedication 
to one position, a student 
is demonstrating commit¬ 
ment and perseverance.

Argos give Lemon the boot 

O Toronto hands the veteran quarterback his walking papers and passes on the job to Jyles 


Tlie Toronto Argonauts are 
now Steven Jyles’ team. 

Jyles assumed the start¬ 
ing quarterback position 
with the struggling Argos 
(2-7) yesterday, hours after 
the club’s surprising an¬ 
nouncement it had re¬ 
leased incumbent Cleo 
Lemon. Jyles will come off 
the nine-game injured list 
this week and make his 
Toronto debut Saturday 
night in Vancouver against 
the B.C. Lions. 

“I’m expecting him to go 
out and play within him¬ 
self, and by the end of nine 


games we’re going to know 
what we have in Steven 
Jyles,” said Toronto 
coach/GM Jim Barker. “For 
him, this is an opportunity 
to take control of a team.” 

Lemon joined the Argos 
prior to the 2010 campaign 
following seven NFL sea¬ 
sons and struggled with the 
Canadian game, amassing 
an 11-14 record as the 
club’s starter. His departure 
came four days after Lemon 
was benched for the first 
time, giving way to backup 
Dalton Bell to start the sec¬ 
ond half of Toronto’s 29-16

home loss to B.C., a game 
that saw the home team 
roll up just 184 total offen¬ 
sive yards. 

The move was a huge 
surprise given Barker con¬ 
tinually supported Lemon 


throughout his CFL strug¬ 
gles. Barker named Lemon 
his starter last season de¬ 
spite Bell having played bet¬ 
ter in camp, and though 
Toronto posted a 9-9 record 
to qualify for the playoffs, it 
was due mostly to its stout 
defence and spectacular 
special teams as the offence 
struggled mightily. 

In the off-season. Barker 
acquired Jyles from Win¬ 
nipeg and declared another 
open competition at train¬ 
ing camp for the starter’s 
job. But the Lemon-Jyles 
showdown never material¬ 


ized as Jyles missed most of 
camp recovering from off¬ 
season shoulder surgeiy be¬ 
fore going on the injured 
list. 

Lemon did show flashes 
of brilliance this year, com¬ 
pleting 66.5 per cent of his 
passing with seven touch¬ 
downs against just four in¬ 
terceptions. But it wasn’t 
nearly enough to kick-start 
an anemic Toronto offence 
that’s ranked last overall in 
the total yards (312.1 yards 
per game) and passing 
yards (277.3).

How many airbags? 


Keeping the iQ^on the go and hope¬ 
fully out of trouble is a 1.3-litre 
four-cylinder engine that 
generates 94 horsepower and 89 
pound-feet of torque. 

That is minimal, but 
considering the car’s modest 970- 
kilogram curb weight, it’s likely all 
that’s needed for most urban driv¬ 
ing scenarios. 


This so-called “micro subcompact” offers a unique seating 
arrangement, with the driver’s chair positioned a few cen¬ 
timetres aft of the front passenger seat. 

This arrangement allows for a reasonable legroom 
assigned to the spot behind the shotgun position, but 
barely any such space exists behind the driver. Full Monty 
seat deplo 3 mient also results in a mere mail slot’s worth of 
storage space, accessible through the rear hatch. But with 
the rear seat folded, stashing a couple of sets of golf clubs 
or full-size suitcases would not be out of the question. 


The iQ^isn’t particularly wide — nearly 
equal to the fortwo in this regard — but 
the offset front-seat layout should provide 
sufficient space to prevent elbow 
collisions. 

It also features an amazing 11 airbags 
strategically located about the cabin. The 
list includes the first-ever rear-window 
airbag plus driver and front-passenger 
knee and seat-cushion airbags.

He also figured that this 
wheel might need to be 
worked on from time to 
time, or at least shined up a 
bit. And when this wheel 
was looking good, a man 
would want to show it to 
his buddies. Then he 
thought these buddies 
might need a beer. So this 
guy, this enlightened ances¬ 
tor of ours conceived of a 
cave, not far firom the fami¬ 
ly cave — but far enough — 
with space enough for a 
wheel or two, a bit of elbow 
room for standing around, 
some shelving, and some 
electric outlets, one of 
which would be used for a 
small fridge. Finally, there 
would be a big door that 
would swing up into the 
roof When he finally got it 
done, he brought his bud¬ 
dies around. They liked it. 
They liked it real good. 

So began the tradition of 
garages that extend a car 
guy’s passions. When big 
enough, these garages are 
sometimes known as 


Garage Mahals. But they al¬ 
so respond to Man Cave, 
Garage with Cheese, and 
Big Room with the Really 
Loud Furniture. 

Through the years I’ve 
visited a few, and heard 
about some others. Here’s a 
quick cross-countiy tour of 
my favourites ... 

In Chester, N.S., Colin 
MacDonald has built a 
garage in the style of an old 


train station. It holds over 
20 vehicles and one really 
nice pool table. 

One province over, in 
New Brunswick, you’ll find 
Doug MacDonald. An avid 
Corvette collector, Doug de¬ 
cided the best place to store 
and display his most priced 
examples (seven in total) 
would be in the basement 
of his new house. 

The cars are arranged in 


a semi-circle and each 
‘Vette can be pushed out 
without disturbing its sta¬ 
ble mates. The ceramic-tile 
floor is heated by hot-water 
plumbing. 

Outside London, Ont., 
you’ll find Steven Plunkett, 
who has a thing for those 
big, classic-era Cadillacs of 
the 1920s and ’30s, and 
owns more than a few. 
Guess where he keeps 


them? In a huge and beauti¬ 
ful building, which evokes 
the “art deco” vibe of New 
York’s Waldorf Astoria. 
Back in the day, the hotel 
was often used to debut 
Cadillac’s new models. 

His “other” garage holds 
his other Cadillacs, about 
30 of them, and is connect¬ 
ed to his house by a 200 me¬ 
tre underground tunnel. 

In Abbotsford, B.C., Abe 
Suderman has the coun¬ 
try’s largest collection of 
Willys vehicles. They all re¬ 
side in one building; one 
section has the restored 
cars, and features a period- 
correct Willys parts count¬ 
er. The other section is for 
the less-than-perfect cars, 
some of which are dis¬ 
played in their glorious “as 
found in a field” state, such 
as the one with the fake 
tree growing out of it. 

His muscle cars are 
housed in another 
“garage,” where the interi¬ 
or has been rebuilt to re¬ 
semble a car dealership of 
the early 1950s.

Stocking the right mer¬ 
chandise is always a chal¬ 
lenge for anyone in retail. 

But it can be even 
tougher for car dealers, 
who have to contend with 
expensive inventory, annu¬ 
al model changes, and cus¬ 
tomer demand that can 
switch rapidly with such 
factors as fuel price fluctua¬ 
tions. 

“Dealers make their or¬ 
ders based on their knowl¬ 
edge of their markets, what 
they know and anticipate 
their customers are going 
to want,” says Michael 
Hatch, chief economist for 
the Canadian Automobile 
Dealers Association. 

“Inventory management 
is the fine art of being an 
experienced car dealer.” 

Auto manufacturers may 
talk about their “cus¬ 
tomers,” but the vast major¬ 


ity of them never sell a ve¬ 
hicle directly to the public. 
Instead, they sell their cars 
and trucks to independent¬ 
ly-owned authorized dealer¬ 
ships, which in turn sell 
them to consumers. 

“Dealers pay for their 
cars up front,” Hatch says. 

“Their inventory (can be) 
worth tens of millions of 
dollars, so they finance 
through a bank or financ¬ 


ing partners.” 

Those vehicles are rack¬ 
ing up interest charges as 
they sit on the lot, which is 
why you can often negoti¬ 
ate a better deal on one 
that’s been in the inventory 
for a while. 

The dealer wants to sell 
it, pay off the bank lien and 
stop the clock ticking on 
the cost of carrying it. 

Some people order their 


vehicles, specifying the 
model, colour and options 
they want, and then wait 
for it to be built and deliv¬ 
ered. 

But dealers must also 
carry an inventory that al¬ 
lows customers to browse 
or cross-shop, and to take 
delivery right away if they 
find the car they want. Ide¬ 
ally, a dealer would order 
enough to satisfy customer 
demand, while having 
none remaining when the 
next year’s models come 
out. 

“It’s difficult to sell 100 
per cent of your inventory 
in a given year,” Hatch says, 
but adds that having a good 
inventory management sys¬ 
tem will ensure that almost 
all are sold in time. 

“There will be one or 
two left over. They can’t 
send them back (to the 
manufacturer) so they’ll sit 
there until they’re finally 
sold, or they can be sold on 
the secondary market, such 
as to a rental car company, 
fleet managers, or auc¬ 
tions.”

Common issues 

On a test-drive, note any 
unwelcomed vibrations 
through the steering 
wheel, which may be 
caused by out-of-balance 
wheels, poor alignment or 
worn tires. Ensure all door 
locks work properly and 
triple check the trunk 
release latch and motorized 
tailgate for proper 
operation in both 
directions, if so equipped. 

Hard shifting or engine 
performance issues could 
be caused by a faulty pow¬ 
ertrain control module, not 
the drivetrain itself.
